This is 
an interesting experiment and proves that 
fall wheat can be successfully grown here. 
It is almost surprising that such results 
were obtained from wheat sown on breaking 
where it apparently had least chance of pro- 
ducing any crop at all. Mr. Blake has 
sown the wheat this year again and Alex. 
McLay has also secured some of the seed 
and sown it on his farm early this month. 

Geo. Wiixins and W, Oliver arrived in 
town at about one o’clock to-day from their 
mica mine in the mountains, Their trip out 
was marked by considerable rough weather, 
and they were detained 18 days at the grand 
forks of the Fraser where the water was 
a rushing torrent during that time. One of 
their horses was drowned in the Fraser. 
They reached their mine safely and found 
everything as they had left it the previous 
year. They did considerable preliminary 
work and staked out their claim and put 
everything into proper shape for working 
and developing the mine next year. They 
brought some samples of the mica in with 
them. Their mine is situated about 10,000 
feet above sea level, where there is perpetu- 
al snow in shaded places, and is somewhat 
difficult of approach. The trip home took 
nineteen days amid beautiful weather. They 
were expecting, from reports which had 
reached them, to be held up, but they saw 
nothing of any highwaymen. They com- 
plain of the burning of the tepee poles by 
inexperienced tfavellers. .

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MR. OLIVER IN PARLIAMENT 


In committee of supply on Sept. Ist, 
on the conduct of civil servants, Mr. 
Oliver said: The hon.- member for 
Bruce (Mr. McNeill) alluded to the 
opinion of independent politicians in 
regard to this question of the civil 
servants. I was clected to this House 
as an independent liberal, and I may 
claim in some manner to express the 
views of persons who are not strict 
partisans. It seems to me that both 


sides of this House are agreed up to a 
They ave agreed that 


certain point. 
every man who has a vote should have 
the right to cast that vote for what- 
ever political party he thinks best. 
The liberals are agreed to that and the 
conservatives are agreed to it also. But 
it seems to me that the conservatives go 
further, and say: thatthese men not 
only have a right to vote, but that they 
have right to work for the cause they 
believe in. That is ere the differ- 
ence come in, Le. .ae point out to 
these hon. gentlemen opposite who have 
in that way, that when they 
speak of the action of the officials 
of the Manitoha government, and of 
other provincial governments, they 
speak in cerms of the strongest reproba- 
tion of just exactly such conduct on the 
part cf the officials of these govern- 
ments, as some Dominion officials have 
been guilty of and whose action they 
condone. It seems to me that what 
would be right in the case of an official 
of the Dominion gevernment should 
certainly be right in the case of ; 


argued 


official in the loeal government, and 
particularly so, when the action of an 
official of the local government is not 
in anyway or in any sense under the 
control of this government or of this 
parliament. Let me go further and 
point out, that when these gentlemen 
opposite argue that officials of the’ civil 
service have a perfect right to canvass 
and work in the interests of a political 
party, they are arguing against them 
For the moment they are in 
opposition, and the liberal party is in 
ofiice, and in the natural course of 
events from time to time the civil 
service as it exists to-day will become 
more and wore liberal in tendency. 
Therefore these gentlemen opposite are 
simply arguing that when the next gen- 
sral election rolls around five years 
hence, the civil servants of the country 
shall be used as a weapon again them 
in that election. The gentlemen who 
have spoken on the liberal side of the 
House have argued strongly on the 
other hand that the civil servant shall 
have the right of a citizen to vote but 
not to take an active part in the elec- 
tions, and that proposition I say, is in 
favor of the present opposition and not 
against it. It seems to me that for the 
sake of making a political point and a 
cry before the country, these gentle- 
men opposite are arguing against what 
is their own best political interests. 
Let me say further, from the standpoint 
of an independent, that there is some- 
thing more connected with the civil 
service than the mere question of 
whether a man votes conservative or 
liberal. There is the question of the

selves. 


question as to the efficiency with which 
the office is filled, and there is the ques- 
tion as to the trust that can be reposed 
by the government or by the depart- 
ment in that official. These are ques- 
tions that are to be discussed and con- 
sidered and acted upon, just as much, 
and in fact ten times more so, than the 
question of the political opinions of an 
official. These gentlemen who are now 
reising a ery against what they are 
pleased to call the spoils system, are, it 
appears to me, trying to make a point 
with the country at large sc as to pro- 
tect unnecessary, inefficient and un- 
trustworthy civil servants, That is ap- 
parently the object at which they aim, 
ard that is what all this long debate 1s 
abou:. When the liberal government 
is attempting to reform the civil service, 
and to see to it that the country shall 
get value for the money paid to officials, 
this cry is raised by hon. gentlemen 
Opposite to protect their friends who 
are not needed in the public service, 
and so the reform government who are 
doing the best they can in the interests 
of the country are held upas reprobates 
by these gentlemen and by their sup- 
porters. Speaking as an independent, 
and as one who has nothing to say 
against the conduct of the civil servants 
in my constituency during the last 
election, I say that the people of Can- 
ada, so far as I know. voted in support 
of the new government quite as much 


than it has been in the past. > 


The full text of Mr.‘Oliver’s speech 
on Sept. 2nd, on Mr. Davin’s motion 
for government creameries in the Ter- 


ritories is as follows : 
Mr. Oliver. 


ritories. Such propositions is certainly 
entitled to the support of every member 


representing those Territories, but i do 


not see any reason why any particular 
sum should have been mentioned in 
this motion. I fail to see by, what ecal- 
culation the hon. gentleman arrives at 
the conclusion that $20,000 is the 
exact amount that should be taken out 
of the immigration grant for the pur- 
pose of aiding creameries. 


Mr. Davin. I do uot propose that 
this shall be taken out of the immigra- 
tion fund, but that it be considered as 
part of the immigration grant and add- 
ed to whatever the immigration grant is. 


Mr. Oliver. Iam _ perfectly satisfied 
to consider it as part of the immigra- 
tion or as an addition to that grant, for 
it does seem to me that the immigra- 
tion grant we have rceeived in the past. 
judging by its results, has not been al- 
together a very valuable grant. It 
seems to me, therefore, there is no 
necessity for limiting the amount to 
$20,000. It might have been $30,000 
or $40,000, and in the fact it seems to 
me entirely unnecessary that a sum 
should be mentioned atall. It would 
would have been quite sufficient for the 
hon. gentleman to say that he desired 
the governmentof the day to assist 
creameries in the Territories. That 
proposition I would have been glad to 
support, but the hon. gentleman has 
seen fit to attach to his motion a certain 
proposition in which I cannot agree. 
His motion reads : 

For the purpose of rstablishing creameries 
and cheese factories in the Northwest. 
That is to say, that the government of 
this country is to go into competition 
with industries already established in 
those Territories. Now, I certainly 
cannot agree with any proposition such 
as that. In the district which I repre- 
sent there are in operation now four 
creameries, which represent 2 very con- 
siderable investment of capital by pri- 
vate individals. I. would certainly 
object to a proposition that would bring 
the government into active competition 
with private capital in this business. 
It seems to me that is not the way in 
which we can arrive at the best de- 
velopment of the creamery industry of 
the Northwest Territories. Nor can I 
agree with the details of the scheme as 
presented by the hon. gentleman, as it 
seems to me that his proposition is one 
that is not based upon the facts ci the 
ease. The drawback to the creamery 
industry of the Northwest is not the 
lack of capital to build creameries or to 
run them. The trouble as any practical 
man knows, lies in the scattered nature 
of the settlement and the lack of cows, 
or the lack on the part of the settlers of 
captial that would enable them to pur- 
chase more cows. This proposition to 
build up the creamery industry by 
building creameries begins at the wrong 
end of the business; it is not more 
creamery establishments that we want, 
but more settlers and more cows. If 
we had the country more closely settled 
and the people in possession of an ade- 
quate number of cows, the creamery in- 
dustry would follow as a matter of 
course. That is what is wanted, and 
to spend government money in build- 
ing creameries would simply be to waste 
that money and would not benefit and 
advantage the creamery i:dustry as it 
should be and as | hope the government 
will see its way clear to benefit and ad- 
vantage it. In one part of the country 
in which I live there are ar large num- 
ber of poor settlers, brought in through 
the active immigration policy of the gov- 
ernment. These people have come in, in 
many cases with empty hands. You 
may build them all the creameries you 
like, but unless you can inerease the 
number of cows available to supply the 
creameries, you had better save your 
money. Much as I wish to see the 
creamery industry developed, and much 
as I wish to see this government assist 
that industry in the Northwest, I can- 
not, with my knowledge of the situa- 
tion of the case, support a motion that 
will simply ask this government for 
money that will not be put fo a proper 
use or to the use for which itis most 
needed in the Territories.

Mr. Oliver asked : 

How many Indian industrial schools are 


there in Manitoba and thg Northwest, 
established and supported by the state? 
what are their names and locations? What 
did they cost to build and establish? How 
many pupils are there in total attendance? 


Mr. Dobell. In Manitoba-and the 
Northwest there are ten Indian indus- 
trial schools; established and supported 
by the state. Their names ane locations 
are as fallows :—Brandon ; Elkhorn, in 
the town of Elkhorn, Man.; Si. Boni- 
face, one mile from the town of St. 
Boniface and two miles from Winnipeg; 
St. Paul’s, at Middlechurch, Man., six 
miles from Winnipeg ; Battleford, one 
and one-half miles from the town of 
Battleford ; Qu’Appelle, four miles east 
of Fort Qu’Appelle and twenty-four 
miles from the town of (u’Appelle ; 
Red Deer, section 14, township 39, 
range 29, on Red Deer River ; Regina, 
four miles from the town of Regina ; 
St. Joseph’s, twenty-four miles from 
town of Calgary, at the mouth of High 
River. Tke cost of building and 
establishing these schools 4s as follows : 
Brandon, $30,943.40 ; High River and 
Qu’Appelle, $41,500.44; Red Deer, 
$41,396.49; Regina. $46,986.40; Elk- 
horn, $19,432.66; Rupert’s Land, $34,- 
990.87; St. Boniface, $20,052.80; 
Battleford, $60,23.38; Calgary, $10,- 
203.00. In the case of the Battleford 
school, it should be explained that the 
building was transferred to the depart- 
went of Indian affairs from the public 
works department ; and in the case of 
the Calgary school, that it is now in 
course of construction, and the amount 
stated is the cost up to date. The cost 
of the High River and u’Appelle 
schools is given in one item, as the out- 
lay on the building is so shown by the 
public works department. For the 
purposes of this reply, the cost of build- 
ing and establishing is made to include 
the cost of building and equipping, and 
the salaries paid the staff of each school 
for the first year of operation. The 


total number of pupils enrolled at the 


schools is 985. 

Mr. Oliver asked: 

Has the evidence taken by the Railway 
Commission of 1894 been published by the 
government? If not, will it be, and when? 

The Minister of Railways and Canals 
(Mr. Blair). I judge by the answer I 
gave to a previous questionon the same 
subject would. perhaps have met this 
inquiry. I supplement my previous 
answer by stating that Iam advised 
this matter is in the hands of the print- 
ing committee. 


Mr. Oliver asked : 


Is the government aware that the fact of 
the Calgary and-Edmonton and{other North- 
west railways not having completed the 
selection and registration of the lands they 
have earned, enables them to escape school 
and statute labor taxation, although no such 
exemption was contemplated. when the 
grant was made tothem? Is it the inten- 
tion of the government to compel these 
companies to complete the selection of 
their lands forthwith, so that they shall be 
compelled to bear their fair share of the 
burdens of education and public improve- 
ments in the Territories ? 

Mr; Dobell. The government has 
recently become aware that several of 
the Northwest railways have not yet 
completed the selection and registration 
of the lands.they have earned. The 
government proposes very carefully to 
consider this question with a view of 
determining how far the public interest 
justifies the early application of the 
principle of compulsory selection. 


Mr. Oliver also asked ; 


When will the exemption from taxation 
on Canadian Pacific lands in the Territories 
expire? 

Mr. Dobell. Clause 16 of the con- 
tract between the government of Can- 
ada and the Canadian Pacific railway 
company, executed at Ottawa on the 
21st October, 1880, and confirmed by 
the Act 44 Victoria, Chapter 1, contains 
a specific provision as to the period of 
time during which the lands of the 
Canadian pacific railway compaay which 
are not either sold or occupied shall be 
free from taxation for twenty years 
after the grant thereof from the crown. 


Mr. Oliver also asked : 


Is the government aware that the fact of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
holding in reserve a right of selection of 
public lands on account of grant enaljes 
that company to block land grants in the 
Territories to any railway company to which 
it is opposed and to ‘practically block con- 
straction by such railway companies unless 
it receives a eash subsidy? When does 
the government intend to compel the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company to com- 
plete their selection of lands on account of 
grant? 


Mr. Dobell. The government is not 
aware of the fact of the Canadian 
Pacific railway holding in reserve a 
right of selection of public lands, or 
that the “company was blocking land 
grants to other companies to which it 
might be opposed, but the government 
will make inquiry into the subject. 
The selection of the company’s land 
grant is being rapidly proceeded with.

THE MAYOR’S REPLY. 


The mayor's letter of the 15th inst. ad 
dressed to the town clerk in answer to the 
protest cf councillors McCauley, Sanderson, 
Sutter and Kelly, opeus by reciting the 
protest and pointing out that as it is ad- 
dressed to no one it is not official. In reply- 
ing te the statements of the protesting 
councillors which appeared in the BULLETIN 
of ihe 10th inst, the letter proceeds as 
follows : 


The document signed by those persons is 
of no more effect than if signed by any 
other four ratepayers, and it is solely be- 
cause they are ratepayers that 1 purpose to 
take any notice of them and their procla- 
mation, notwithstanding that the same is 
not addressed to any official in the town. 

It is unnecessary to point out that these 
perse-8 protest in their position as ratepay- 
ers against something being done which 
they ia their positions as councillors and 
cuardians of the ratepayers’ fands had not 
ten hours previously unanimously voted to 
have done and ordered you and myself to 
do, viz. isste an order for the sum of $465 
in favor of H. C. Wilson. They appealed 
as it were from ‘Philip drunk to Philip 
sober,” or vice-versa. It is also unnecessary 
to discuss the many other inconsistencies 


and irregularities surrounding this so-called 
protest or whatever these persons choose to 
cali the document above quoted. 

The ratepayers can judge tor themselves 
as to the merits of the case, and in my mind 


there is no uneertainty as to what their 
judgment or yerdict will be, and itis to 
them and*to them alone I hold myself re- 
sponsible and by whom J am willing and 
anxious to be judged. 

As to the facts. As soen as councillor 
Beilamy arrived at the clerk’s office on the 
evening of Sept. 8th last, I handed him a 
letter addressed to the chairman of the 
finance committee, saying: ‘‘ This i3 the 
account of my expenses while east.” He 
took the lettor, saying: “I will leave it 

e” (on the clerk’s desk) ‘‘as we sit as a 

urt of revision to-night and perhaps no 
accounts will be passed.” 

The council opened, sat as a court of 
revision, and after disposing of ali appeals 
which were ready, proceeded to transact the 
regular bi-monthly business by reading and 
approving of tk+ minutes of the preceed- 
ing meeting. In accordance with 
the by-laws of the council and in the 
usual and regular order I called for 
“reports from standing committees,” when 
you, sir, arose and read in your usual clear, 
joud and distinct voice the following report:

To the Mayor and Council, Edmonton. 

Gentlemen—We beg leave to recommend payment 

of accounts as follows :

After the usual delay in having motions 
moved, councillor Bellamy moved and coun- 
ciilor Sanderson seconded the following 
motion: ** That the report of the finance 
committee be received and adopied.” I 
then put the motion and declared the same 
carried. 

Afier this motion was carried the council] 
proceeded with other business, passing two 
other motions. Surely the ‘item’ was plain 
enough, ‘* H. C. Wilson, balance delegation 
expenses,” and was read out in such tones 
that every councillor heard it. After the 
adoption of the finance committee’s report 
coun. McCauley asked me what the $400 
was for, and I replied: ‘*It is for the bal- 
ance of my expenses while in Ottawa.” So 
that he knew, beyond a doubt, during the 

eting ot the council what the money was 
voted for. 

in. Sanderson’s first impressions were 
uite right (if reported correctly in the 
BrLeTiy) that this amount was for a bill 
forsome balance in connection with the 
lroad. Where in this item could coun. 
Sutter get the idea that the amount was for 
Mr. Jennings? Apparently councillors Mc- 
Cauley. Sanderson and Sutter are willing to 
vote blindly and without explanations or 
detailed statement for $465 for ‘* some bal- 
ance in connection with the railroad or for 
Mr. Jennings,” but H. C. Wilson cannot re- 
ceiveeven the courtesy cf being asked for 
an explanation in a proper and regular 
manner, 

Coun. Kelly evidently did not have any 
impression at all, either first or even after a 
ight’s rest. He held up his hand with the 
majority for the passing of the account and 
so also enters his little protest, and nobly 
and boldly having three others with him 
making a majority “‘takes his stand for a 
letailed statement.” The BuLLETIN omit- 
ted to give coun. Kelly’s impressions as to 
what he thoughé he was voting $465 of the 
ratepayers’ money for. 

Now, sir, this account was regularly pre- 
sented and passed, and the order can be as 
regularly signed by myself as it has already 
been done by the clerk, and ail the protests 
or resignations of all the councillors from 
Halifax to Vancouver could not prevent the 
payment of the same. 

But, sir, is it possible that any or all of 

ese four protesting ratepayers imagined 
fora moment that I would accept a cheque 
when even one member of the council raised 

ctions? Why, sir, little as I could 
aliord to lose this amount, rather than ac- 
cept it or any amount under such or similar 
rcumstances, J will give the council a re- 
ceipt in full for $965, and if asked ina 
regular manner will repay the $200 which 
un. Sutter states ‘‘reminds us that there 
Was some dissatisfaction when the second 
vote of $200 was passed for the mayor.” I 
Suppose coun. Sutter would consider it un- 
generous on my part were I to treat him in 
the same manner he has me and characterize 
this statement by the namemost appropriate 
lorit. But, sir, it is not my desire to cast 
reflections against any one’s character or re- 
putation, and I sincerely regret that my 
fellow councillors have apparently been ac-

Councillors Kelly and Sutter should en- 
quire into the manner in which this account 
was not handed in and also as to another 
order for the small sum of of $2,445.35 issa- 
ed under similar circumstances, and then 
take another stand and ask for more details. 


If irregularities are to make councillors 
take such unusual stands I can easily keep 
them on-their feet for the rest of their offi- 
cial lives.. Before leaving this phase of the 
question I beg to quote the following which 
appears in the minute book of the council 
under date of April 28th, 1896, ‘‘ the acting 
mayor appointed councillors Edmiston, Bell- 
amy and Kelly to be a committee to arrange 
for a reception to mayor Wilson on his re- 
turn to Edmonton.” This was over a month 
after the $200 had been paid and does not 
add any strength to the idea which evident- 
ly hypnotism led councillor Suttter to ima- 
gine existed. Did the council propese to 
arrange a reception because of the dissatis- 
faction over my expenses or was it for other 
reasons? Coun. Sutter might explain to the

GENERAL NEWS. 


A report comes from Quebec City of the 
intention of Henri Menier, the million. 
aire Frenchman, to go into raising buffalo. 
Mr. Menier has purchased the large island 
of Anticosti. in the gulf of St. Lawrence, 
and the report says that he will stock it 
with buffalo and moose. The island is large 
enough to form an enormous game preserve, 
but it is doubtfulif the bison, used tothe 
dry western climate, will thrive in the cold, 
humid atmosphere of the gulf. The experi- 
ment, however, to preserve this noble 
animal, now almost extinct, will be watched 
with interest. The few remainiug wild 
buffalo in Canada, confined to the herd of 
wood buffalo north of the Saskatchewan, are 
said to be rapidly disappearing. Some leg- 
islation has been passed with the object of 
preserving the herd, but in that wild north- 
ern region there is no one to enforce the law 
and from all reports very stringent measures 
will have to be adopted if the buffalo is to be 
preserved for any great length of time in 
his last hiding place. —Commercial.

COUNCILLOR SUTTER EXPLAINS. 


Forroz BULLETES. 

Deak Siz: Dr. H. C. Wilson in his let- 
ter which he prblished in the Hearld on 
Saturday says I might explain certain points 
regarding some of my statements in your 
paper and which I would have corrected 
sooner had I been in town. 

The $200 never was voted. Dr. H, C. 
Wilson drew on the town and telegraghed 
Acting Mayor McCauley for that amonnt. 
I should have been more explicit when say- 
ing that there was dissatisfaction when that 
was voted. I meart that there way dis- 
satisfaction among a number of ratepayers 
when it became known. When { said 
“‘ voted ” it was act for the purpose of mis- 
leading any pereon, or to cast any reflection 
upon the mayor. It was a small érror, as I 
did not say who was dissatisfied. 

The reason I understood that the bill was 
for Jennings was because I only heard the 
words ‘ Edmonton district Railway.” 
when it was read. I immediately asked 
Coun. Bellamy what it was for and I under- 
stood the same from him. Rememberiag at 
the time that one or two meetings previcus- 
ly, Coun. Edexiston made the remark that 
Jenning would be sendirg in his bill soon, 
which would mean another $400 or $500, or 
words to that effect, it was quite reasonable 
on my part to think as I did, especially as I 
did rot see the bill myself. 

Mayor Wilson say that he expect 
ed that he would be accorded the 
same courteous and gentlemanly treatment 
as his predecessors. Well I don’t see where 
he has not,up to the time of handing in this 
bill for $465. None of the other delegates 
handed in another bill four or five months 
after they came back, and had they done so, 
I think it would only have been right; for 
them to hand in a statement of their ex- 
penditure for the benefit of thé councillors, 
ae well as ratepayers and [ don’t think it 
was deroyatory to the dignity of our present 
mayor to be asked te give some kind of a 
staternent when men like Sir John A. Mac- 
donald and Alexander McKenzie had to give 
& Siatement of the expenditure while 
on a mission to EnglSod and I 
lieve they were bcth trustworthy and 
honest men. It is not unreasoaable on our 
part as councillors to ask for it, and he 
should not deem it an insult, considering 
that there was such a vast difference in his 
expenditure from last year with only ten 
days longer absence, according to his own 
statement. It is not because I have no 
longer any any confidence in him, that I 
asked fora statement of some kind, tut 
that as a councillor I might explain in- 
telligently to any ratepayer when asked, in 
what manner it cost the town this year 
$965 for delegation expenses. A mistake 
seems to have been madeall round. Dr. 
Wilson madea mistake in delaying to put 
in his bill for so long after his return. 
Coun. Bellamy’s mistake was in not sub- 
mitting the bil! to the other members of the 
finance committee before moving 1t in the 
council, the other four of us made a mis- 
take by making it public before interview- 
ing the mayor on the matter. Trusting this 
will explain my position.

GENERAL NEWS. 


Aiberta ranchers report that the cattie 
are looking well and are getting in good 
condition for shipping. 


Since the lst of March the firm of Gordoa 
& lronsides have sent 20,000 head of cattle 
to the old couatry; 1,000 from Western 
Canada, 6,000 from Ontario, and 4,000 from 
the States. 


Dr. Leopold Perriel, the oldest professor 
of law in the university of Havana, and Dr. 
Juan Francisco, of Arril, a professor in the 
game university, and the judge of the 
supreme court of Havana, have been arrest- 
ed on suspicion of being in sympathy with 
the insurgents and conspiring against the 
government. 


Toronto, Sept. 14.—Hon. Jos. Martin of 
Winnipeg arrived in town this morning. 
He states that he is here on private business 
and is uncertain whether he will proceed to 
Ottawa. Mr. Martin spoke decidedly upon 
the question of the Winnipeg protest, de- 
claring that Hugh John would be unseated 
He would not speak upon the question of 
the vacant portfolio. 


A railway scheme was put through com- 
mittee this morning. It is known as the 
Hudson’s Bay and Pacific Railway. It is 
propesed to build 1,400 miles from the 

udson’s Bay to the head of lake Winnipeg, 
a branch west to Calgary and another 
to Edmonton. The company asked power 
to bond the line for $25,000 per mile but 
this was reduced to $20,000.—Calgary 
Heraid. 

The Spanish government has yielded to 
demands of the United States for trial by 
civil court of the Competitor’s prisoners. A 
formal announcement is expected from 
Minister Taylor, in Madrid. Secretary Olney 
has insisted from the first tha@the men 
were irregularly tried and in violation of the 
express treaty. He requested a re-trial, 
not by way of favor, but as a matter of 
right, and in answer to enquires from mem- 
bers of the senate committee on foreign re- 
lations*he emphatically stated the adminis- 

ration would never snbmit to the carrying 
out of sentence of summary court martia!. 

A recent despatch from London says : The 
dominant note of the moment is the time 
to take action in regard to Turkey has 
arrived, and the deposition of the sultan is 
openly talked of in quarters where hereto- 
fore the slightest infraction of Turkish 
authority has been viewed with disfavor, 
Everywhere on the continent, in Britain 
and Constantinople itself, plans are being 
discussed to supercede the suitan, and there 
is no doubt Britain will be the leading 
apirit in the new move. She is even pre- 

red to act alone if the powers are too slow 
in co-operating with her. There is no fear, 
it is said, that as{soon as the British fleet 
clears for action the fleets of other powers 
will follow the example if for no other rea- 
son than the apprehension that some one of 
trem will gain a pomt of vantage in the 
loag looked for settlement of affairs by the 
Turkish empire.

that the holder of the office should not be 
entang'ed in commercial, financial, and tran- 
sportation interests, such as he might in his 
position as high commissioner especially 
advantage to the detriment of like compet- 
ing interests in this country.—Toronto 
Globe.

Gladstone is known to have smoked to- 
bacco only on one occassion. The Prince of 
Wales presented to him his cigarette case 
and Gladstone, knowing that the plea of be- 
ing a nonsmoker would not avail him, 
accepted the proffered weed. The princess 
herself lighted it and Gladstone manfally 
smoked to the eid, with no inconvenience 
to himself. This is the only occasion on 
which the master of Hawarden has been 
seen smoking tobacco in any form. 


The Maine elections last Monday gave a 
Republican majority. Gov.-elect Powers 
said : ‘‘Maine has to-day declared in no 
uncertain terms against repudiation and 
dishonesty as represented by free silver and 

ja 50-cent dollar. We all know that the 
pime-tree state could be depended upon in 
the emergency te set the entire country a 
good exainple but the extent to which her 
citizens have expressed their approval of 
sound money and the Republican policy has 
even exceeded our expectations. I think the 
result of the ballot is most significant. The 
campaign bas been a short one but the 
people of Maine have been greatly interested 
and the majority with which our citizens 
have honored the Republican ticket, simply 
indicates that in November the Demoeratic 
policy of injustice and inflation will receive 
a blow from which it will never recover.” 


A Montreal telegram of Sept. 14th, to the 
Free Press says: There is considerable ex- 
citement over the sailing of a thousand 
Canadians by the steamer Werona to-mor- 
row for Brazil. The mayor received a mes- 
sage from the Hon. Mr. Scott,fsecretary of 
state and acting minister of the interior, 
asking that steps should be taken to stop 
the exodus, The minister stated that he 
feared the immigrants did not realize the 
grave risks they were runsing in acting up- 
on the advice of Brazilian immigration 
agents and leaving Canada for that eountry. 
The letter had just been received from the 
heme government by the Canadian govern- 
ernment, calling attention to this matte- 
and enclosing corresponding which con- 
demns it. The high commissioner, in Lon- 
don, on Aug. 31, had written that English 
emigrants had been prevented from going 
to Brazil as it had been demonstrated that 
the climate was deadly to them. If too 
deadly for English emigrants he was sure it 
would be ungenial for Canadians. He 
heard with regret and alarm ef Canadians 
being taken by immigration agents, Mr. 
Magor, acting consul for Brazil,and DeCam- 
pos, immigration commissioner for Brazil. 
They stated that St. Paul, where the im- 
migrants were going, was a_ perfectly 
healthy place, and that they would be _per- 
fectly free to remain or leave. The mayor 
sebsequently wired the facts to the ministers 
who will take such action as they may deem 
best.
